SACRAMENTO, June 27. (UP) 
—Evils of special assessments In 
California cities have attracted 
: the attention of Everett VV. Mat- 
i toon, of Los Angeles, ttie man 
j who sponsored the act through 
[the 1925 Legislature under which 
all such levies are made. 

A total general property tax of 
$83,112 was paid in Sierra Madre 
in 1929, with $559 special assess¬ 
ment taxes levied in addition, a 
recent survey showed. 

’’Special improvement acts are 
absolutely necessary to achieve 
real estate and industrial growth," 
Mattexm declared, "but the abuse 
which has been made of these 
proceedings in .some localities 
must convince us that safeguards 
should be placed upon their use 
so that private property and its 
free use and sale be not stran¬ 
gled.” 

In some California cities, Mat- 
toon pointed out, special assess¬ 
ment taxes are four and five 
times the total of the general 
property tax. 

Two major corrective.s are pro¬ 
posed by Mattoon to guard 
again.st folly of lavish, extrava¬ 
gant and Ill-advised special as.sesa- 
ments: 

1. Some limitation upon power 
to levy special as.aessments. which 
will prevent present overburden¬ 
ing of private property and re¬ 
strict use of assc.ssments to neces¬ 
sary cases. 

2. A commission or some official 
body should be required to care¬ 
fully Investigate, analyze and re¬ 
port upon every proposed proceed¬ 
ing before the initial step is taken, 
so that definite facts and figures 
are available upon which to de¬ 
termine whether or not the pro¬ 
posed project is justified by pub¬ 
lic necessity and its cost com¬ 
mensurate with ability of the 
property in the district to pay | 
therefor.

INVESTORS WARNED 
AGAINST FAKE FORD 
FOREIGN COMPANIES 

A warning against fraudulent 
brokers who are offering stock 
in foreign Ford motor companies 
was issued today by the Better 
Business Bureau of Detroit. 

Relying on the goodwill and 
integrity of the Ford name, thou¬ 
sands of persons throughout the 
coimtry have purchased stocks 
which either turned out to be 
spurious or were not delivered 
at all, the warning said. ’There 
is no way of estimating the fi¬ 
nancial loss involved. 

“There are a number of fraud¬ 
ulent concerns in various parts 
of the country that represent 
themselves as brokerage bouses 
and that offer stocks in various 
foreign Ford companies,” the 
statement from the Better Busi¬ 
ness Bureau said, and added: 

“Our warning is directed solely 
against the fraudulent concerns 
that carry on their fleecing of 
the public imder the guise of 
reputable concerns. Anyone con- 
templatmg the purchase of stocks 
should first consult his local Bet¬ 
ter Business Bureau.”
